Mr. Felder formed a syndicate in 
America to acquire substantial inter- 
ests in the new company. Differences 
arose between the archducal family 
and the syndicate, owing.to subsequent 
attempts by various governments to 
nfiscate the properties, which re- 
sulted in litigation in the Swiss courts. 
These differences have now been ad- 
justed through the agreement reached 
here yesterday, and the American 
syndicate and the archduke will pro- 
ceed to enforce what they believe to 
be their rights against several gov- 
ernments now withholding possession. 
A complaint is about to be lodged 
before the mixed tribunals of the 
league of nations, before which new 
states will be summoned as having 
acted in defiance of treaties with the 
allies.

Two men were shot and killed last 
night in different sections of the city.

ords—has had the natural result of 
causing renewed prediction on the mar- 
kets of early trade revival. 

On the face of things, such a series of 
incidents may very reasonablf be taken 
to indicate revival of business and re- 
sumption of the forward movement. It 
is necessary, however, to observe also 
some qualifying facts which heave a 
bearing on the character and scope of 
the indicated recovery. The increase in 
August's iron production was evident 
response to depleted supplies in mer- 
chants’ yards. The new demand to which 
the increased output was a response 
slackened as soon as immediate require- 
ments had been filled. 

Gross Rall Receipts Fall. 


‘ ‘The increased net earnings reported 
by the railways did not result from larger 
traffic; on the contrary, the decrease in 
gross receipts from the corresponding 
period of a year ago was greater than 

im any previous month this year, the 

net result being wholly determined by 
sweeping reduction of expenses. In the 
matter of commodity prices, the advance 
has as yet been very slow, and not at 
all general in the list of commodities. 

The New York federal reserve bank 
points out in its September bulletin that 
the changes are most irregular, show- 
ing that the readjustment process has 
been far from uniform. For one group 
of dommodities average prices were 
down last month almost to those of 1913, 
whereas for another group they were 
still two and one-third times as high. 
Even in the most spectacular recovery of 
the present month, the advance in cot- 
ton prices is clearly the result not of any 
great increase in normal demand from 
‘consumers but of an unprecedentedly 
sudden and extensive cutting down of 
prospective production. | 
Indicate Nature of Recovery. 

These qualifications certainly do not 
upset the inferénce that recovery in busi- 
ness affairs is on the way. They indi- 
cate pretty clearly, however, the prob- 
able nature of that recovery and they 
throw much light on the character of 
the new financial! situation tnto which the 
country has now passed. It is not at 
all the situation of last spring, or that 
of 1920, or even that which arose after 
the first business reaction following the 
‘armistice. 

There have been other reasons for this 
attitude by the markets. It is an old 
tradition of the financial markeis that 
a turn for better or worse in the busi- 
ness situation is foreshadowed in this 
country not only by the stock market 
but by’ increase or decrease in iron pro- 
duction, by the course of railway earn-

‘Exchange Not Reliable Indication. 


The exchange market may perhaps be 
eliminated as a weather sign. Its fluc- 
tuations in the present era of paper in- 
flation are governed too largely by in- 
fluences independent of the American 
situation to permit it to play its tradi- 
tional part in prophecy regarding our 
own affairs. 

But so far as concerns the other indi- 
cators, the last week has brought into 
view the first increase of monthly tron 
production since last October, the largest 
increase in railway net earnings since 
return of pe continued recovery in the 
average of modity prices, which had 
touched their lowest in June, and a rise 
on the stock exchange which persisted 
last week in the face of general expec- 
tation of renewed reaction. 

On the last named occasion. when in a

Results in Extravagance.

Basis of Real Revival.
